Esthonians Join Huns | 

BERLIN, Feb, 22.—A regiment of} 
Esthonian troops has gone over to| 
the Germans, the war office announces, 
and have placed themselves at the 
German's disposal. 

The German troops advancing in 
Esthonia have captured Hapsal, on 
the coast near the entrance to the Gulf 
of Finland and advanced beyond Ron- 
neburg, Wolmar and Spandau. They 
marched into Rieshitsa, about 100 
miles southeast ot Riga, and were re- 
ceived with rejoicing by the inhabl- 
tants, the statement says. 

Further south the Germans pushed 
on the Luuzin. Minsk also was occu- 
pied. At Novograd-Valhyninski the 
Germans came in touch with Ukratn- 
ian and other columns marching on 
the Volhynian fortifications of Dubno, 


Esthonia is one ‘of the Baltic prov- 
inces of Russia in which Germans be- 
gan an advance on the resumption of 
hostilities, giving, the official explana- 
tion that these provinces were largely 
German and that the Bolsheviki were 
persecuting the inhabitants. Troops 
from Moon Island adyanced to the 
mainland and captured several Es- 
thonian towns and another force was 
taken by boat to Reval.

This was 
done because this class of meat is not exported to the Allies and railroad 
congestion has prevented {ts free movement east. The free use of mutton 
and lamb is permitted now in several of the western states. The meatless 
days insofar as they apply to beef and pérk will be continued in force as| 
at present.

OTTAWA, Feb, 22.-—A copy of a 
letter dated January 15, addressed to 
Sir Edward Kemp, K.C.M.G., by Sir 
Arthur Currie, commander of the Ca- 
nadian Corps, B.E.}’, has been receiv- 
ed here. In this communication Sir 
Arthur Currie writes: 

“Ever since we left the north and 


came into this area the Boche has 
shown the greatest curiosity to find 
out what is in our minds, and it ts, 


with this end in view, he has attempt- 
ed a great many raids in order to get} 


prisoners, We have been going back | 
at him very hard and are now decid- | 
edly up to the deal,

A resolution moved by A. Farmilo 
brought the proceedings to a close, 
and this was as follows: ‘‘That the 
committees adjourn until such time 
as the city council had dealt with the 
present situation as recommended in 
the majority report.”

ACT REVIEWED 


Dean Kerr Explains Provisions of 
Measure Introduced Into 
British House 


The Public School Men's club held | 
their regular monthly dinner in the 
Corona hote] last evening and had as 


berta. More than forty sat together 
at the table, and almost every school 
in the city and the outlying districts 
was represented, After a delightful 
social hour, several items of business 
were disposed of, and then President 
Percy Bailey called on Dr, Kerr for 
the address of the evening. 

Dr. Kerr’s subject was “Education 
After the War." He made it clear 
that his remarks were not in the form 
of a personal prophecy about some- 
thing which it would be very diffieult 
to forecast, but that he would base 
them on a review of the new educa 
tion bill introduced into the British 
parliament last August by Mr Fisher, 
president of the board of education, 
and which was still under the con- 
sideration of the House of Commons, 
This was an attempt to frame an ade- 
quate measure which would be in ef- 
fect for years following the declara-| 
tion of peace. The measure provided | 
for the thorough revision of the ma- 
chinery of the English educational 
system and was evolutionary, if not 
revolutionary, Several salient points 
were noted. 

The young child was to be regard- 
ed as the ward and indeed the great- 
est asset of the state. At the age of 
two, if by the state's inspection it was 
found that the child was not under 
the proper conditions for nurture 
and development in the home sur- 
roundings, the local educational au 
thority was empowered to place such 
a child in a nursery school and to 
keep it there until the age of five. 
From the close of the fifth to the end 
of the fourteenth year all children 
without exception were to be taught 
in full time schools. This part of the 
act has been called the “Child's Char- 
ter,” as under no circumstances must} 
its time and faculties for develop- 
ment during these years be wasted in 
any wage earning capacity. Where 
it is necessary the state is to provide 
the board and lodging for these chil- 


dren, 
Theer jis little change in the cur- 
riculum from that of the common 


elementary school, excepting that the 
old lines of spiritual, intellectual and 
physical development are more care- 
fully looked after. Thus the act pro- 
vides for more rigid medical inspec- 
tions, and for outside playing grounds 
and corrective exercises, 

The most novel feature of the act 
is the compulsory attendance of the 
young people at a continuation school 
for a minimum of 3820 hours a year} 
from the ages of 15 to 18. These 
continuation schools are to be yoca- 
tional and technical to suit the local-| 
ity, and are to fix and aid habits of 
development during thé first years of 
working life. 

The act does not deal with the reg- 
ular secondary schools and does not) 
interfere with private schools except

Been Successfully Tried Out on E., D. & B. C. Railway 


—Dairy Delegates Inspect Invention. 


The national problem of heating 
and refrigeration in railway transport- 
ation appears to have been solved by 
on Edmonton inventor who, after 
three years’ study and experiments, 
has found a system which seems to be 
a practical solution of the problem 

D. Clark, manager of the Alberta 
Brick Go., is the inventor of this new 
“positive air circulation” system of 
refrigeration and heating. Patents 
have been secured ‘both in Canada and 
the United States and experts, such as 
Sir Henry Drayton of the Rallway 
Commission, have given unqualified 
approval of the scheme, The idea has 
been partially put into operation with 


a remodel box car on the B.D, & 
B.C. railway, this heating appliance 
being inspected by a number of dele- 
gates to the dairy convention in the 


city this Week, 


Mr. Clark's system provides for a 
constant circulation of air through a 
ear, the feature being the “dryness” 


of the atmosphere in the storage In- 
terior, which has been practically un- 
obtainable under past and present 
systems of refrigeration, A heating 
appliance is attached under the car 
which circulates warm air continu- 


ously throusth air sections in the floor 
and ends of the car, This maintains 
ai even Lemperature in every corner of 
the storage space and permits such 
perishables as frult to be carried safe- 
ly through cold ' spells’ of as much as 
thirty beluw zero, Two trips into the 
Peace River country this winter with 
the trial car have demonstrated the 
practical usefulness of the system, 

Kefrigeration is secured in the 
summer with a reverse of the winter 
system, an electric motor, driven by 
|} the car axle, running fans which carry 
lair through the by-paases and ioe 
chambers at the end. In addition to 
the advantages of complete air dry- 
neas, #0 essential in refrigeration, this 
air circulation plan allows the car 
doors to be opened during transporta- 
tion without harm to the contents, 
With existing systems the doors must 
be kept unopened during translt. 

Mr. Clark {ts confident that his sys 
tem will completely solve the big 
question of refrigeration, When tn 
final working condition, the heating 
appliance for Instance will be regu- 
lated by thermostat devices, so that 
the temperature can be maintained by 
the mere arrangement of a dial,

Women’s Contribution 

Miss MacAdams was most !mpres- 
sive and intense.y interesting on her 
subject of ‘Women’s Contribution to 
War Work.” She began by saying that 
even when war was declared there 
were women ready to do something, 
a smali group at least who offered 
their services, These were the nurses, 
Within 48 hours they were ready to 
€0. Hundreds of nurses sent in their 
names, not considering the conditions 
or the {mmense difficulties to be faced. 
Only a few could be used at once, some 
50 or 60 being accepted. By autumn 
there were many nurses in England 
and by mid-winter they were in 
France. There were now quite a num- 
ber eligible for the 1914 ribbon, a 
distinguished decoration. Prominent 
among the C.A.M.C, nurses were the 
South African veterans, Matron-in- 
Chief Margaret Macdonald and Ma- 
tron Margaret Smith. Among those 


who signed on very few deserted. A 
small percentage married, ‘but the 
most were earnest in the eervice. 


There was a tremendous display of 
the Red Cross, many entitled to wear 
the three stars. There were now, she 
sald, something like 2,000 fully quall- 
fied nurses devoted and efficient. The 
goal of all nurses was the casualty 
clearing station. The government was, 
she said, very particular about expos- 
to danger and they 
were not allowed any closer than this. 
One Canadian clearing station was 
shelled, but with no particular disas- 
ter.

Ambulance Work 

The ambulance work was under the 
Red Cross. There was a good deal of 
hospitality extension work until the 
petrol regulations came into force and 
it was only by special license that cars 
could be driven so that the motor 
pleasure trips were suspended until 
the boys came home to Canada, where 
petrol was cheaper and easier to get. 
In France the ambulance work was 
directly under the Red Cross. There 
were few British civilian women in 
France.

The canteen work is done by women 
to a large extent, continued Miss Mac- 
Adams, and there are women helpers 
in the Y.M.C.A, huts.

This means keeping the 
motor free from carbon, as a carbon- 
ized motor consumes an_ excessive | 
amount of fuel. Use a good grade of | 
oil in the motor, and keep all moy- | 
ing parts well lubricated to reduce 
friction losses. Run the car on high

One automobile for every forty in- 
dividuals in the country is Canada's 
record. This might be said to repre- 
sent one car for every eight families 
in the Dominion, and probably in- 
volves a capital expenditure of $200,- 
000,000, or a per capita investment of 
$25. It may mean that during the 
year just ended the people of Canada 
have snent no less than between $30,- 
000,000 and $40,000,000 on the auto- 
mobile alone. 

Accepting the following figures as 
the most authentic available, the in- 
crease of the cars operating in Canada 
during 1917 over those registered In 
1916 shows that, in spite of war con- 
ditions, the automobile is constantly 
growing in popularity. The compari- 
son of the two years is as follows:

The number of 
cars in the provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan have more than dou- 
bled in one year, With the increase 
in Manitoba, it shows that the farm- 
er is keeping well abreast of the times,

Close figures 
are not available for the other proy- 
inces.

GARDEN EXPERIMENTS SUCCEED 


Geo, Bugnet of Rich Valley, Taps Resources of Government of North- 
ern Hemisphere to Assist Development of His Farm Garden, 60 


Miles Northwest of Edmonto 
Homesteading.

So far, he has found that no stand- 
ard apple can be really recommended 
for Northern Alberta. He feels sure 
that his way of going step by step is 
the best, for the average farmer, and 
the cheapest. 

A Parisian Homesteader, 

“Some twelve years ago, when Geo. 
Bugnet settled in what is today the 
western half of Rich Valley, there 
was not a house for miles around. 
had a young wife, a baby, a pony and 
$5 in his pocket. Inside of him bub- 
bled all the hopes of a green old 
country Frenchman, who had been in 
the newspaper business, but was now 
the proud possessor of about ten 
words of English, and of a year-old 
agricultural experience’ recently ac- 
quired as a farm-hand, partly at Le- 
tellier, Manitoba, and partly at St. 
Albert, Alta. 

“Today houses are plentiful around. 
His wife is young yet, seven other 
babies have been born since, and the 
$5 must have been the twin of the in- 
exhaustible five cents of the Wander- 
ing Jew. But all that is a common 
tale, told everywhere in the west. 

A Farm That is Different. 

“What is different on Geo. Bugnet's 
farm is something that perhaps could 
not find its duplicate anywhere in Al- 
berta. 

“In France, as many letters of the 
boys overseas have testified, the shab- 
biness of the poorest farm is redeem- 


ed by the picturesqueness of the sur-| 


roundings, flowers, trees or shrubs. 
Accordingly, the young French set- 
tlers, man and wife, felt all at once 
an imperative need of making the 
wilderness—which was then known 
as the Onion Prairie, blossom forth all 
the hardiest and rarest specimens of 
the vegetable world. 

“They at once applied to the Indian 
Head Experimental Farm for seeds 
and plants, received a generous sup- 
ply of both, and put them in a patch 


of ground well worked with the spade. | 


That was in the spring of 1906. Ev- 
erything came out nicely. Next win- 
ter was the famous one, terribly hard, 
but rich In snow, and during which 
the rabbits fared even worse than the 


Prussian Guard at the battle of the 
Marne. The baby seedlings did not 
mind it a bit, and made good prog- 


ress during 1907 and 1908, But then, 
next winter, the rabbits popped off 
from everywhere, thick as shells in a 
barrage, and chewed everything down 
to the ground. 

Not Down-hcarted, 

“This was a heart-breaking experi- 
ence, but since Verdun, it is now 
known that Frenchmen have more 
perseverance than they were credit- 
ed with. Nothing daunted, and havy- 
{ng experienced that the first select- 
ed plot was exposed to a monthly 
frost, they built a new log shack on 
the southeast side of a low hiili, the 
top of which was plowed, and they 
erected a fence of chicken wire 
stretched tight, with one barb wire on 
top, and another half way up. Since 
that, no rabbit, chicken, pig, calf or 
anything had any chance to come and 
help themselves inside, 


Entanglement Around Garden, 


“To protect the new garden, a 
wind-break of the quick-growing Si- 
berian Old-man (Abrotanum Tobols- 
kianum) and Manitoba Maple, was 
planted on the west side. Later on 
were added: On the north side, a 


hedge of Siberian crab apple; on the} 


south, hedges of Pembina (high bush 
cranberry), and Hazel nut, on the 
east, Saskatoons, black cherry and red 
cherry. For this purpose, the wild 
black cherry, if trimmed properly, is 
by far the best. But every hedge, if 
too open, can easily be improved by

planting along a good climber which | 


will mingle with it, such as the hative 
ticillaris), which, when given a rich 
soil, will produce a dense growth of 
vines, covered with blossoms through- 
out the season. The Hazel nut, p@r- 
ticularly, is very friendly with that 
Clematis, even in their wild state. 

“Then, a lawn was sown, facing the 
house. Around the lawn were kept, 
or added, the best of the wild native 
shrubs of Northern Alberta, such as 
hawthorn, buffalo berry, western 
mountain ash, which is found in Rich 
Valley; canoe birch, jack pine, bal- 
sam fir, white spruce, etc., all of which 
can hold their own, if properly cared 
for, against almost any imported 
stock, 

Home-grown Apple Jelly. 

“The fruit trees which had surviy- 
ed the onslaught of the rabbits, were 
transplanted in the spring of 1910 to 
the garden in rows, going north and 
south, 25 feet apart; the trees 12 feet 
apart in the rows, Of these trees the 
Siberian Crabs started first, four 
years ago, to give an abundance of 
small apples, excellent for jelly. Be- 
tween the trees were planted some 
currants,red dutch and white grapes, 
and six varieties of raspberries, a sure 
crop every year; some Compass cher-

Alberta Grown Fruits, 


The crabapples have not been found 
satisfactory yet for commercial pro- 
duction, though the experimenting is 
being continued. A special grafter will 
be brought this year from the United 
States to start grafting a graft from 
the larger apple trees on to the young 
stock of the Alberta grown crabapple 
tree. In two or three years they ex-

Cultivation is the secret of success. 
The young stock is planted and the 
soil between the trees ts cultivated 
thoroughly throughout the season. 

In this Alberta apple orchard a few 
miles to the east of Edmonton there 
are now 25,000 apple trees. Crabap- 
ples about an inch in diameter have 
been grown successfully,the trees bear- 
ing heavily and never falling to bear 
any year yet. This orchard has been 
planted for ten years, 

Black currants over half an inch in 
have been grown with a 
yleid of 112 quarts picked from elght 
large bushes. There has been no trou- 
ble with any insects or disease except 
in the Manitoba maple which suffered 
some from black rust, 

Among the small fruits, the black, 
red and white currants all yield well, 
never winter kill and are of a good 
utility type. The red raspberries, espe- 
clally the Cuthbert and Tumens are 
proving profitable and never winter 
kill, Of the strawberries those found 
most successful are the Senator Dun- 
lop, Bederwood and the ever-bearing 
variety which yields two crops per 
year have been tried out and found 
the best for here.

The warring nations of Hurope have 
been forced to set the example.

reduced during the war and for sev- 
}eral years following—no man can af- 
jford to raise any but good draft 
horses. 

“Every bushel of oats and every 
forkful of hay fed to horses should go 
toward keeping or producing horses 
that. will make money for their own- 
ers. Land and crops are now so high- 
| priced and man labor so scarce that 
it no longer pays to raise a horse 
| welghing less than 1,600 pounds in 
work condition, There are so few 
good draft horses in the country that 
there is no possibility of an over-pro- 
duction for at least twenty years, 
even if every farm that is now pro- 
ducing horses should raise draft colte 
only. The rapidity with which this 
increase in the size of farm horses 
takes place will depend largely upon 
Percheron breeders. They should not 
fall to raise and develop every good 
colt possible. 


Importations Cut Off, 

“North America must now depend 
upon ite own resources for breeding 
stock. Why should we be discourag- 
ed because importations are cut off 
from Europe, when for more than 
aixty years we have been bringing 
over the best blood that France ever 
produced? It is an outrage on the in-

Horse breeding in the Perche district 
of France is shattered. Those who 
were breeders three years ago are now 
soldiers, if living. The old men, wo- 
men and children are left at home to 
till the soil. My interpreter, Mr. Mi- 
teau, who has spent a year in the 
heart of the Percheron breeding dis- 
trict since the war began and who 
owns a farm there, says: 

“What colts are raised are left in 
the pastures because the grain neces- 
sary to develop them ts requisitioned 
for war purposes. Many colts are not 
even heing registered. If thie war 
should last for several years more the 
size of the horses In the Perche would 
be greatly reduced by a lack of feed. 
Many breeding records would be lost | 
entirely, so that there would be but a 
vestige left of the Percheron horse we 
knew before this conflict began.’

the war, Italy, the Hawallan Islands
